for  the  Year  ended  51st  December.  1972 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1972. 

In  this,  the  penultimate  year  of  Local  Government  as  it  has  been 
known  for  98  years  it  is  of  interest  to  consider  the  progress  made  over 
the  years. 

Perusal  of  the  old  Annual  Reports  shov/s  a healthy  area,  scarlet 
fever  seemed  to  be  the  comn^onest  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases, 
followed  by  tuberculosis.  Chickenpox  was  made  notifiable  in  Cromer  in 
1926  because  of  its  apparent  similarity  to  smallpox,  thus  enabling  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  take  immediate  steps  to  prevent  any  major 
outbreak  of  infection.  This  order  was  rescinded  in  1970o  The  present 
figures  appear  to  continue  this  story  of  the  occurence  of  little  infec- 
tious disease  in  the  area. 

Comments  on  the  weather  during  the  year  were  always  a feature  of  the 
Reports  and  reference  to  the  hours  of  sunshine  and  rainfall  would  have  bee 
useful  to  travel  agencies. 

Housing  was  then,  as  now,  a matter  of  concern  and  it  is  interesting 
to  note  that  in  1931  the  24  unfit  houses  found  were  all  made  fit  for 
human  habitation  in  that  year.  By  1938  the  then  slum  clearance  scheme 
had  been  completed  and  no  further  houses  condemned  during  the  year. 

"The  influx  of  evacuees  and  the  military  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  cause  no  dislocation  of  v/ater  supply  or  sewage  disposal*  Ample 
accommodation  has  been  found  without  inconvenience  to  the  civil  population 
from  a health  standpoint".  The  housing  needs  of  a population  today  cannot 
so  easily  be  assessed  and  do  not  depend  solely  on  the  number  of  brick  or 
concrete  edifices,  nor  solely  on  their  fitness  under  Housing  Regulations. 
Housing  needs  and  housing  wants  are  not  the  same.  It  should  be  an  early 
exercise  of  the  new  Authority  to  assess  the  housing  needs  of  the  area; 
needs  based  on  the  population  which  can  be  expected  to  be  in  the  area  in 
ten,  tv/enty  or  thirty  years  time. 

To  house  people  on  a year  to  year  basis  of  10  houses  here  and  five 
there  does  not  solve  a problem  which  as  indicated  is  more  than  numbers  of 
bricks  and  yards  of  sand.  Housing  is  becoming  more  and  more  a social 
problem.  To  plan  for  the  housing  needs  of  an  area  not  only  must  the 
expected  population  be  estimated  as  stated  above  but  the  age  structure 
of  the  popi-ilation  must  be  constructed,  and  marrying  habits  noted. 
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1947  was  a year  of  high  birth  rate,  by  ”1967  the  babies  of  1947  v^ere 
married  with  families.  By  1987  these  children  will  be  requiring  hones 
and  all  the  facilities  thereby  associated  - water  supply,  refuse  collection, 
sewage  disposal,  schools,  playing  fields,  shops,  even  cemeteries,  and  he 
parents  of  the  1947  bulge  by  1987  v;ill  be  needing  provision  of  services 
as  they  approach  or  attain  retirement.  Even  if  by  that  time  a2.1  the'  young 
people  decide  to  live  in  communes  services  will  still  have  to  be  provided. 

The  new  authorities  will  have  many  problems  which  beset  the  first 
Urban  and  Rural  District  Councils  but  the  approach  must  be  different. 

Now  is  the  time  for  the  evaluation  of  Social  needs  and  Community  Care 
and  these  needs  and  this  care  must  be  evaluated  locally,  not  distributed 
from  some  remote  part  v/here  "needs"  are  not  appreciated  and  "wants"  are 
dismissed  as  uneconomic.

There  was  an  increase  in  population  of  90  but  deaths  exceeded  births 
by  42. 


Of  the  78  births  eleven  were  illegitimate.  In  1971  there  were  five 
illegitimate  live  births  and  two  illegitimate  stillbijrths , Of  the  eleven 
illegitimate  live  births  one  died  under  one  week  of  age.  This  was  the  only 
death  under  25  years  of  age.  As  will  be  seen  the  birth  rate  is  higher  than 
in  1971  whereas  the  national  rate  is  practically  unchanged. 

The  death  rate  is  below  the  national  rate  and  is  a little  lower  than 
1971  but  this  is  probably  not  really  significant.

The  commonest  cause  of  death  was  pneumonia  and  occurred  as  'would  be 
expected  as  a terminal  illness  in  the  over  75  Q'ge  group  - 20  deaths  - 
(13  female,  7 male),  the  other  three  occurring  in  the  65-74  age  group.

Apart  from  the  two  deaths  under  age  64  it  would  seem  that  Coronary 
heart  disease  manifests  more  as  a degenerative  disease  than  as  a disease 
due  to  stress  as  is  frequently  assumed  when  it  occurs  in  the  younger  age 
group.  The  association  v/ith  smoking  is  well  known  especially  among  those 
whose  strivings  for  advancement  involve  them  in  many  crisis  situations 
May  be  in  o,n  Urban  District  the  pressures  are  not  so  great  and  the  com- 
petition not  so  keen  as  in  the  large  conurbations.

There  were  nineteen  deaths  from  cerebrovascular  disease  - again, 
as  would  be  expected,  eleven  (6  male,  5 female)  in  the  75  end  over  age 
group,  and  seven  (5  male  and  2 female)  in  the  65~7A-  uge  group. 

There  were  25  deaths  from  cancer  of  v/hich  only  3 v/ere  due  to  lung 
cancer;  cancer  of  the  intestine  being  the  largest  group  (8  deaths)  of 
which  six  were  in  the  75  e-nd  over  age  group. 

These  figures  present  the  picture  of  an  area  of  an  aging  population 
which  again  is  to  be  expected,  bearing  in  mind  the  number  of  people  who 
retire  to  the  area  to  enjoy  the  amenities  of  a seaside  town  in  their 
leisure  days,

infectious  disease  was  received.  In  a year  v^hen  there  were  cases  in 
adjoining  areas,  albeit  few  in  number  though  it  was  a year  when  measles 
was  expected,'  it  is  incredible  that  not  a single  case  was  notified  in 
Cromer  I It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  food  poisoning  and  dysentery  were 
also  absent,  presumably  indicating  a good  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  area.

PREVENTION  OF  INFECTION 


Norfolk  County  Council  via  the  School  Health  Service  and  the  Child 
Health  Clinics  provided  protection  against  whooping  cough,  diphtheria, 
tetanus,  poliomyelitis,  measles,  rubella  (G-erman  measles)  and  tuber- 
oulosis.  General  practitioners  also  provide  immunisation  and  vaccination 
against  the  above  with  the  exception  of  tuberculosis. 
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Rubella  immunisation  is  offered  to  girls  in  their  thirteenth  year. 

It  is  known  that  rubella  infection  or  even  contact  with  infection  during 
the  first  three  months  of  pregnancy  can  have  harmful  effects  on  the 
developing  baby.  Hence  Immunisation  towards  the  end  of  the  school 
attendance  period  provides  protection  for  later  life. 


The  follGv;ing  tables  show  the  work  done  in  the  preventive  field  by  the 
General  Practitioners  and  the  County  Departmental  Medical  Officers .

Though  vaccination  against  smallpox  is  no  longer  considered  necessary 
as  a routine  procedure  in  the  second  year  of  life  it  is  still  advised  for 
those  members  of  the  Health  Service  staff  likely  to  come  in  contact  with 
cases  and  also  for  those  travelling  abroad  in  areas  where  smallpox  is 
endemic. 
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B.C.G.  Vaccination 

As  previously  stated  Norfolk  County  Council  offer  protection  against 
this  disease  usually  in  the  thirteenth  year.  It  is  advisable  that  this 
procedure  continue  as  there  is  still  the  unsuspected  case  whose  presence 
is  a menace  especially  to  the  younger  age  groups.

To  the  M^bers  of  the  Cromer  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  to  you  my  eleventh  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1972  on  matters  affecting  the  well  being  and  public  health  of 
the  community  which  we  serve. 

The  year  was  again  another  one  of  steady  progress  without  any 
spectacular  results  to  record,  but  glad  to  say  without  any  major  break- 
downs in  the  public  health  services  as  the  other  side  of  the  picture. 

As  the  tov/n  progresses  in  the  provision  of  holiday  and  tourist  services, 
so  do  the  demands  on  the  public  health  staff  correspondingly  increase. 
Every  effort  is  made  to  attend  to  all  complaints  and  queries  as  they 
arise  as  well  as  attending  to-  the  routine  visits  and  inspections  of 
catering  establishments,  food  and  other,  shops,  offices  and  factories. 

One  restaurant  has  entered  into  a contract  vd.th  a national  firm 
for  a planned  cleaning  and  maintenance  programme  and  having  seen  the 
tremendous  advantages  of  such  an  arrangement,  I would  strongly  recommend 
the  adoption  of  this  system  by  other  catering  establishments  in. the  town. 
Also,  I feel  that  our  public  conveniences,  although  maintained  to  a 
reasonably  good  standard  by  the  conscientious  efforts  of  the  male 
attendant,  would  also  benefit  by  the  adoption  of  such  a planned  cleaning 
contract , 

In  the  latter  half  of  the  year,  much  time,  largely  after  office 
hours,  was  spent  sifting  out  information  and  preparing  reports  in  connec- 
tion with  recommendations  which  v/ere  made  to  the  Joint  Committee  of  the 
seven  *Pastonacres ' merging  district  councils  by  the  technical  working 
party  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  formulating  a suggested  structure  and 
mode  of  working  for  the  technical  departments  of  the  enlarged  District 
Council  which  will  take  over  from  the  existing  urban  and  rural  districts 
on  1st  April,  197A-c 

Two  other  working  parties,  of  which  I am  a member,  were  set  up 
during  the  year,  both  relating  to  sewago  disposal.  One,  under  the 
chairmanship  of  the  City  Engineer,  Norwich,  has  been  established  to 
draw  up  a Scheme  for  the  smooth  handing  over  of  the  sewage  disposal 
services  to  the  new  Regional  Water  Authorities  on  1st  April,  1974,  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  V/ater  Bill  which  is  at  present  in  the 
parliamentary  machine.  The  other  v/orking  party  is  more  local  in 
character  as  it  concerns  the  drawing  up  of  a joint  scheme  of  sewage 
disposal  to  cover  the  stretch  of  the  North  Norfolk  coastj.ine  between 
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Overstrand  and  Sheringham,  under  the  direction  of  the  County  Public 
Health  Engineer's  Department.  It  is  hoped  to  have  the  Joint  Sewerage 
Scheme  prepared  in  readiness  for  handing  over  to  the  new  Eegional  i/Vater 
Authority  next  April. 

For  the  record,  I wish  to  note  a few  happenings  of  the  year  which 
were  perhaps  a little  out  of  the  ordinary,  e.g,  on  27th  January,  a serious 
cliff  slip  occurred  just  below  the  council  offices,  necessitating  quite 
extensive  piling  and  civil  engineering  works  to  maintain  the  d.  iff  path 
and  the  Henry  Blogg  memorial  area,  above.  Mr.  J.  Nichols  commenced  as 
Highways  Foreman  on  21st  February  and  Mr.  V.  Peck  retired  from  that  post 
on  6th  April,  1972. 

Cromer  was  the  coldest  spot  in  the  country  on  31st  January,  but  could 
boast  the  highest  temperature  on  22nd  May,  During  February,  we  had  the 
Electricity  workers'  strike  resulting  in  power  cuts,  3 hours  on  and  3 hours 
off,  generally  on  2 days  per  week. 

For  the  first  time  in  my  career  as  a public  health  inspector,  I was 
required  to  attend  an  exhumation  in  the  cemetery  on  25th  March. 

The  Clifton  Pork  Sev/age  Pumps  broke  down  throughout  the  Spring  holiday 
weekend,  with  resultant  inconvenience,  but  I am  pleased  to  report  that  the 
council  have  now  entered  into  a regular  maintenance  contract  v^ith  the  pump 
manufacturers  and  the  risk  of  complete  breakdown  should  now  be  somewhat 
lessened. 

A playground  was  established  in  the  V/arren  Field  and  the  Cromer 
Carnival  was  climaxed  on  I6th  August  1972. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  Dr,  McMurdo,  M.O.H.,  Mr,  M.  Watts,  my  able  and  willing  assistant, 
along  v/ith  the  other  staffs  involved  for  their  co-operation  and  help  re- 
ceived throu^out  the  year,

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COUNCIL  HOUSING 


The  first  phase  of  Howard's  Hill  housing  estate  was  completed 
during  this  year.  The  first  phase,  comprised  seventeen  dwellings  and 
the  building  work  was  carried  out  by  H.  Bullen  & Son  Ltd,  of  Cromer, 
Messrs,  J,  Ovren  Bond  & Son  were  responsible  for  the  planning  of  the 
site  lay-out  and  housing,  and  day  to  day  supervision  was  carried  out 
by  Mr,  C.  Shepherd. 

Modernisation  and  provision  of  the  standard  amenities  v/ere  carried 
out  to  Nos,  7,  8 and  9 East  Cottages,  Tucker  Street,  This  was  completed 
by  the  means  of  extensions  and  the  work  v/as  carried  out  by  Messrs, 

Blyth  & Sons,  Sheringham. 

All  normal  council  house  maintenance,  except  for  painting  and 
plumbing  and  electrical  repairs  was  carried  out  by  direct  labour. 
Plumbing  and  electrical  repairs  were  passed  to  local  small  firms  for 
their  attention,  and  the  council  house  painting  was  carried  out  as 
per  rota, 

A considerable  number  of  visits  were  made  to  private  tenanted 
housing  stock  following  complaints  made  to  the  department.  These 
complaints  usually  follow  applications  for  council  housing  and  on 
inspection  of  the  premises  the  owner  is  asked  to  carry  out  any 
necessary  repairs. 

With  the  increase  in  Grant  applications  and  their  approvals  the 
number  of  sub-standard  houses  within  the  boundaries  of  the  U.D.C.  is 
now  rapidly  decreasing. 

CONPvlQN  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  within  the  Urban  District, 
CARAVAN  SITES 


There  remain  in  Cromer  U.D.  only  two  caravan  sites  and  one  of 
these,  the  Hoyal  Links,  has  had  Planning  permission  for  the  erection  of 
chalets  on  part  of  the  caravan  site.  The  details  of  the  sites  are  as 
follows,  and  co-operation  is  always  met  with  from  the  owners. 

ROYAL  LINKS  (Mrs,,  E.B.S.  Arundel-Langley)  - 96  Caravans  for  holiday 
(Construction  started  on  3 chalets)  purposes  (winter  storage)

SEWAGE  AND  SEvVAGE  DlSPOSilL 

The  main  sewerage  system  continued  to  function  well,  occasional 
flushing  out  being  done.  The  foul  sewerage  system,  which  comprises 
settlement  tanks  belov^  the  promenade,  continues  to  function  satisfactorily 
in  spite  of  the  increased  flow  which  is  now  evident.  Cleaning  of  these 
tanks  was  carried  out  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  in  preparation  for  the 
season. 
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The  outfall  sewer,  however,  is  still  in  a poor  condition,  the 
pipe  being  fractured.  It  still  discharges  below  lov/  water  mark  except 
during  periods  of  exceptionally  low  tides.  A Report  is  awaited  from  our 
Consulting  Engineers  on  measures  to  be  taken  to  make  good. 

STREET  CLEANSING 


The  routine  of  the  mechanical  road  sweeper  was  rearranged  during  the 
year  and  the  vehicle  enables  the  roads  to  be  regularly  maintained  in  a 
clean  condition.  Hand  sweeping  is  carried  out  on  the  pavements  and  in  the 
town  centre.  The  mechanical  sweeper  is  now  only  loaned  to  North  V/alsham 
U.D.C.  one  day  a week, 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  Dennis  Paxit  2A  refuse  collection  vehicle  continued  to  be  the 
mainstay  of  the  service.  The  small  side  loader  was  in  such  a condition' 
as  to  necessitate  its  replacement  and  a small  S.  & D.  Pakamatic  was 
purchased.  This  has  provided  useful  service  and  without  a second  vehicle 
the  fluctuating  refuse  load  of  the  summer  v/ould  not  have  been  collected 
so  efficiently.  The  small  vehicle  is  also  used  in  the  winter  for  extra 
refuse  collection  services  as  well  as  normal  collection  rounds  when  the 
Paxit  is  being  serviced, 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


The  Refuse  Tip  provided  one  or  tv/o  headaches  during  the  year  with 
paper  being  blown  by  high  winds  and  the  emission  of  smcke.  However,  a 
locd.  Contractor  continued  to  level  the  tip  off  every  day  and  cover  \i±th 
soil,  and  whenever  a nuisance  was  created  prompt  action  was  taken, 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

« 

These  continu.ally  suffer  from  vandals,  especially  late  in  the 
evening.  However,  staff  were  quick  to  notice  any  defects  and  these 
were  remedied  as  soon  as  possible, 

FOOD  INSPECTION 

Routine  inspection  of  food  is  carried  out  during  visits  to  premises 
under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  There  are  no  slaughter  houses  within  . 
the  boundaries  of  the  Cromer  U.D.C. 

Eleven  voluntary  surrender  certificates  were  issued  during  the  year, 
a charge  of  I0p.  being  made  for  each  certificate,
